AT EWA MILL,

The Outlook for Onhu Plantation s
Good—Work is Being Pushed in a

Rupid Manner—Read  for Planting.

The greatest average yield of sugar
to the acre ever known on the islands,
or in the world, was realized on a field
recently cut on Ewa plantation. The

| field measures 100 aores, and yielded

ancontput of 14851
of 11 4100 tong 10 wae ALre.

tons, an average
So far
o5 is known, this is the greatest yield
ever produced in the islands. Another
traet of 178 acres on Ewu, eut last
week, yielded an average of 101} tons
to the acre. It is believed now that
the entire crop from 18500 peres, will
averige this year close upon nine tons
to the acre, which will make Ewa the
banner plantation of the islands, The
mill 8 now wormng as nearly perfect
s possible,  In the settling tanks the
poreentage of sugar saved is greater
than ever before,

The outlook for Onhw plantation is
very flottering,  Mr. Dillingham went
aver the property Saturday, and re-
ports that great progress hos been
made in every department, A short
time ago it looked as if o start ecould
not be made this year. Mr. Dilling-
ham finds that 600 gores are dlready
in condition for planting, and it is now
cortain that there will be over 1000
acres in erop,  The trench hus been
dug for one and a quarter miles of
piping, which is all to be buried. The
well borers are well down on the fifth
well,  Four are alrendy completed.
There are to be six wells nltogether,
and it is expected that they will fur-
nish o flow of 15,000,000 gallons per
day. The foundation for the im-
mensge punmping plant has been dug.
In fact, every department of the work
has progressed much better than was
expected,
